THE IRISH TY 
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I Oil in Britain, — . 

Possibilities that oil may be discovered 
in large quantities in Great Britain have 
| been discussed freely of late, and any such 
discovery would be of very high im- 
‘portance. In the past Britain owed much 
of her supremacy to her vast resources in. 
coal, but coal.no longer holds its place 
in the world. . Since the beginning of the 
century, when motor cars and aeroplanes 
began to make their presence felt, the 
supremacy .of coal as a fuel has been 
challenged by oil, and it has ceased to 
be the invaluable asset that it was in 
the nineteenth century. Even the steam, 
engines and liners, for which coal was 
once so necessary, now can be run on 
oil, and the change-over has taken place 
in very many instances. Nowadays the 
eyes of the world are on the oilfields, and 
Great Britain has found herself in a 
position which is not so strong as she 
would wish it to be. Like every other 
country, she is depending more and more 
on oil; but her supplies must be drawn 
from overseas. While the arrangement is 
quite satisfactory in times of peace, a 
successful blockade by the enemy in time of 
war would have very serious consequences. 
Accordingly, she is anxious to discover 
and develop any resources of her own, and 
the Petroleum Bill, which at the moment 
is making its way through Parliament, 
seeks to ensure that these developments 
shall be encouraged adequately. There is 
no doubt that petroleum oil does exist in 
Great Britain—it 
exploited in several places alreidy—but 


has been found and 
nobody knows, whether it is present in 
quantities large enough to make com- 
mercial development worth while. The cost 
of boring for oil, sometimes amounting to as 
much as £50,000 for a single hole, has dis- 
couraged the private companies, and the 
Government has been reluctant to spend 
the taxpayers’ money. In the circum- 
stances, this almost complete lack of 
enterprise hardly can be blamed; for any 
mistakes that were made in such a highly 
speculative work would be very costly. 
The bill is attempting to lighten the task 
of the entrepreneurs by the removal of 
some of the obstacles in their way, and, 
encouraging commercial development, to 
find out whether or not there is a large 


quantity of oil in the country. One 


of the most important points in 
the new’ measure is that the ownor- 
ship of any petroleum that may be 


discovered will be vested in the Crown, and 
this clause gave rise to a good deal of 
opposition when the Committee stage of the 
bill was taken on Monday in the House of 
Commons. Apart from the contention that 
it amounted to a confiscation of private 
property, it was held that the Govern- 
ment’s powers in granting the concessions 
would be too great, and might be abused. 
On the whole, there seems to be little 
ground for such fears, and certainly the

Sportsmanship.

Ever since the word sport’? was 
coined the British people have been justly 
proud of their sporting spirit. It has been 
inculcated into generation after generation 
of schoolboys, who have been taught to play 
a game for a game’s sake, and to regard 
victory or defeat as mere incidentals to the 
joy of striving. Throughout the world 
this interpretation of sportsmanship has 
' become identified with the British attitude. 
When a British team or a player loses, 
there is no bad blood; a better team or a. 
better man has won, and that is all about 
it. For that reason the inhabitants of 
these islands are inclined to smile in- 
dulgently when they read of a continental 
crowd that attacks a visiting football team 
because it happens to beat the local repre- 
sentatives, or of a champion at some 
particular game who bursts into tears 
when he meets defeat. We hope sincerely 
that.the days of the ‘‘ sporting spirit ’’ are 
not numbered in Great Britain; but we 
confess that we were shocked to read 
yesterday that a famous tennis player 
kicked his racquet into the midst of the 
spectators at Wimbledon on Monday when 
he missed a shot. Afterwards he is reported 
to have followed this display of ‘* tempera- 
ment ” by hurling a tennis ball into the 
back of the court. One might expect this 
kind of thing from a hysterical French- 
woman; but it hardly is in keeping with 
the best traditions of British sportsman- 
ship. The fact is, unfortunately, that 
“ publicity ” is ruining sport everywhere. 
As a result of ceaseless “ writing up, ' men 
and women who happen to be good at 
games become almost national heroes and 
heroines. They are pampered and spoiled 
by an admiring public, which is inclined to 
regard the loss of a golf or a tennis cham- 
pionship as a national disgrace. Not un- 
naturally, they develop the temperament of 
cinema “ stars.” They acquire all sorts of 
mannerisms, which, in the case of naughty 
children, would be cured by the cane, and 
behave generally as if civilisation were | 
depending on their whims. If first-class 
games players are allowed to act in this 
way, the sooner all competitive sport is 
abolished the better. One may forgive pro- 
fessionals for occasional displays of 
petulance, but when amateurs lose control 
of themselves the word “' sport ’’ ceases to 
have any meaning. 


Bathing Risks. 


A hot summer brings more drowning 
accidents than usual, just as surely as a 
Bank Holiday brings more accidents on 
the roads. This fact is only natural ; for an 
increased number of people will be bathing, 
and the proportion of careless or inexperi- 
enced bathers shows no sign of becoming 
less. Last year many people met their 
deaths in the water, and, although the 
present summer is yet young, there have 
been many accidents already. The warm 
weather of the past few months is likely to 
continue, and, now that the holiday season 
is drawing near, we must face the fact that 
this year’s total may equal that of 1935. 
One point that cannot, fail to strike an 
observer is that so many of these accidents 
seem to be absolutely unnecessary. If 
people would use even the same elementary 
caution as they use when crossing the street, 
they could bathe in perfect safety ; but too 
often, unfortunately, their own folly is to} 
blame for their danger. Non-swimmers get 
into trouble because they did not think it 
necessary to find out how deep the water 
was ; those who can swim meet with disaster 
because they did not enquire as to the 
state of the currents ; and parents let their 
children wander, unwatched, too close to 
the water’s edge. Sometimes, we. admit,

Trade Recovery. 


An illuminating review published by tho 
Midland Bank this month gives an

trade recovery. It points out that sustained 
domestic recovery implies a continuance of 
a higher level of imports than a year ago. 
As to whether this country is drawing on 
its capital, the writer gives reasons for 
thinking that the Board of Trade estimates 
of Britain’s income from abroad are too 
conservative. ‘‘ The larger merchandise 
import surplus resulting from the revival 
in our home trade need give rise to no 
anxiety whatever, nor need consideration of 
it be thought to necessitate any measures 
which might impede the internal recovery.’’ 


The “Cathedral Pilgrimage.”’ 


Success is attending the -athedral 
Pilgrimage ” on behalf of the unemployed, 
and already half a million tickets have 
been issued at half-a-crown each. It is 
hoped that before the pilgrimage ends in a 
fortnight’s time over one million tickets 
will have been taken. The opening Service at 
Westminster Abbey, attended by the King 
and Queen, produced a collection of over a 
hundred pounds, and a considerable sum 
was raised by the sale of the pilgrim’s 
metal badge, which is a supplement to the 
ticket. Badges of this kind were worn by 
the King and Queen at the Abbey Service, 
and this has encouraged people who in the 
usual way would hesitate to wear them. 


A Prince's Death. 


The Prince Consort of the Netherlands, 
who died at The Hague to-day, was a 
courteous and mild-mannered prince, who 
was popular in his country. It is never 
recorded of Prince Henry that he inter- 
fered in public or political matters, and 
his appearances in public were com- 
paratively few in later years. Interested 
in philanthropic works, he passed much 
of his time in working on the organisa- 
tions of the many charitable concerns. 
The Prince will be remembered by English 
people chiefly for the gallant part he 
played in rescue work when the Great 
Eastern * Railway Company’s_ steamer 
Berlin was wrecked off the Hook of 
Holland in February, 1907. In snite of 
the heavy gale the Prince embarked in the 
lifeboat which put out to the rescue of the 
Berlin, and gave every assistance to tlic 
many victums of the disaster. His 
daughter, the Crown Princess Juliana, has 
been in London for some days on a visit 
to her cousin, Princess Alice Countess of 
Athlone, and she has attended all the im- 
portant .social events of the past week. 
The Princess will return to Holland to: 
morrow.

In Canada a three-cent doublie- 
sized stamp has been decided upon, while 
in France the ‘‘Cartier Stamp,’’ to be 
issued shortly, will bear a design incor- 
porating the two small ships in which the 
explorer crossed the Atlantic four hundred 
years ago. A bust of Cartier, who saile« 
from St. Malo, has just been maugurate: 
in the Place du Canada in Paris, when 
the well-known historian, M. Gabriel 
Hanotaux, gave an account of the adven- 
tures of the explorer.

The position of the British mercantile 
marine for some months past, he said, had 
been engaging the anxious attention of the 
Government and the shipping industry. 
Very few British shipping companies were 
covering their running expenses, and fewer 
still were able to make the necessary pro- 
vision for replacing their ships as they 
became out of date. 7 

If, he went on, the state of affairs which 
I have described were due to fair competi- 
tion, it might be held that the British 
mercantile marine ought to fight its own 
battles, as in the past, without Govern- 
ment aid. But this is not the case. The 
increase in the mercantile marines of some 
other countries has been due in large part 
to the stimulus of subsidies, and that 
financial help is still being given by many 
foreign countries. . The efforts of His 
Majesty’s Government are primarily bent 
to the increase of international trade, but 
a revival of world trade may be slow. 

So far as passenger liners and cargo 
liners were concerned, he said, they were 
suffering from the falling off in world trade, 
and from subsidised foreign competition. 
On the other hand, by means of their con- 
ference arrangements, they were able, to a 
certain extent, to protect themselves, 
although it might be necessary for special 
measures to be taken by the Government 
in particular trades. 

The position of the coasting and near-sea 
trades, Mr. Runciman continued, raises 
considerations somewhat different from 
those applying to ocean-going shipping, 
and no special measures in respect of these 
trades are proposed at present. 


TRAMP SUBSIDY. 


As to the tramps, for reasons outlined 
in my speech in this House on December 
13, the Government ts not able to grant a 
subsidy of the kind suggested ty the 
Tramp Shipowners’ Committee. But the 
Government is prepared to ask this House 
to grant, for vessels carrying tramp cargoes 
under tramp condftions, a subsidy to be 


| used for defensive purposes, and to cost 


i not more than £2,000,000. This subsidy 


would be aimed at securing the abolition 
of foreign subsidies and the greater em- 
ployment of British shipping and of our 
seafaring classes. Such a _ defensive 
subsidy can be given only on condition that 
the shipowners formulate a scheme satis- 
factory to the Government. Such a 
scheme must: : 

1—Prevent, so far as possible, the sub- 
sidy from being dissipated by the domestic 
competition of British ships carrying 
tramp cargoes ; and 

2—Ensure that it is effectively directed 
to securing the greater employment of 
British tramp shipping at the expense of 
foreign subsidised shipping. 
' This entails a real measure of organisa. 
tion of tramp shipping. 

Such a subsidy woúld be given for one 
year only, and within that period would 
be subject to withdrawal if the cireum- 


' stances which led to its introduction were 


altered. It would also be a condition 
that the shipowners, through their inter- 
national organisations and in any other 
way open to them, press upon the ship- 
owners in other maritime countries the 
framing of proposals tending to adjust 
the supply of tonnage in the world to 
the demand, and thus to raise freight 
rates once more to a remunerative level. 


GOVERNMENT’S PART. 


The Government, on their part; in the 
light of the policy which I have just 
announced, will continue their efforts to 
secure international consideration of 
means to place shipping generally on an 
economic footing. We intend to communi- 
cate with foreign countries to ascertain 
their views on the possibility of interna- 
tiona] measures to facilitate the abolition 
or reduction of subsidies, and the formu- 
lating of schemes for laying up or 
scrapping superfluous tonnage, or both. 
Our view is that the task of preparing 
the ground for, and of formulating, suc!

schemes must, in the first instance, fall 
upon the shipowners of the chief maritime 
countries, 

In considering these problems it is 
essential to have the co-operation of the 
Dominions and India. We must bear in 
mind not only the position of tramp 
shipping, but the position in some of the 
great liner trades, especially those between 
different parts of the Empire which are 
menaced by subsidised foreign competi- 
tion. We are, therefore, informing the 
Dominions and India of the position as 
we see it, and seeking their views as fo 
possible lines of action. 


SCRAPPING OF OLD 
TONNAGE.

These are all measures which have 
their own dangers, but they may have to 
be considered if the proposals which I 
have outlined do not succeed in lessening 
the menace to the British mercantile 
marine. (Cheers.) 

In reply to points raised by various 
members, Mr. Baldwin said that the pro- 
posals in Mr. Runciman’s statement were 
only proposals which had to be discussed 
by the shipping trade itself, and there 
could be no possibility of. legislation—if 
there should be -legislation—until the 
autumn. 

Mr. Runciman added that it was 
essential that his statement should be 
made so that the shipping industry should 
examine it and see what they could do 
to co-operate. Legislative authority must 
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accepted an invitation from the French 
Government.

PLEA OF SELF- 
DEFENCE. 


MANSLAUGHTER

‘THE trial of the young Blue Shirt, 
Sean McNamara, of Ennis, who was 
charged at Dublin Central Criminal Court 
yesterday with the murder of James 
Glynn, also of Ennis, presented many 
unusual features. 

The charge centred around occurrences 
at Ennis in April last, when Blue Shirts 
and Republicans engaged in street battles, 
in which weapons were freely used on both 
sides. 

The prisoner admitted that he fired a 
number of shots from a revolver, but 
claimed that he did so without intent to 
do harm, and that, had he not thus held 
the crowd in check, his own life would 
have been lost. He had been beaten several] 
times in the past year. 

The prosecution did not contest this 
claim, and, indeed, the medical evidence 


Glynn had evidently rebounded from some 
object, probably a wall. At least eight 
men on whom the Guards relied for 
evidence refused to appear as witnesses, 
even when brought to the District Court, 
and have since left Ennis; one man who 
had made a deposition in the case has 
also left the town. 

The case that went to the jury was 
virtually whether the prisoner had taken 
more extreme action to defend himself 
than the circumstances demanded, and the 
jury returned a verdict that the prisoner 
was not guilty of murder, but had com- 
mitted manslaughter under grave provoca- 
tion. 

Mr. Justice Hanna sentenced him to 
eighteen months’ imprisonment.

Mr. Baldwin—Perhaps it might be con- 
venient if I enlarged on the answer I gave 
in reply to a supplemeniary question the 
other day. World conditions are in many 
ways more difficult than they were at the 
time of the London Conference. Therefore. 
it is more than ever necessary that a most 
careful survey of the ground should be 
made before the Conference meets again. 
The very deterioration of certain. condi- 
tions in the world makes it all the more 
necessary, in the view of the Government.

achieve some end. Discussions are taking 
place, and will take place, between some 
of the participating nations, and the whole 
object of this Conference is so to explore 
the ground as to make it possible for the 
Conference to meet, and, when it meets, to 
have a successful issue. Any widespread 
premature public discussion of definite pro- 
posals put forward: might very easily 
create such prejudice in some countries—it 
might be here, or in some other country— 
as to defeat entirely the object of the 
Conference, which is to get together and 
do some good work.

TRAIL OF BLOOD AND FIRE, 


Meanwhile, * these Communistic farm 
labourers have been murdering, pillaging 
and burning, creating panic and despair 
aniong the rural poputation, who are send- 
ing in pathetic appeals for protection. 

The rebels are leaving a trail of blood 
and fire in the fertile farmlands along the 
‘banks of the River Dio. Six estates have 
been raided, and the reports to hand so far 
show that eleven persons have been mur- 
dered, including defenceless farmers and 
their wives and children. ; 

Granaries and stores have been seized 
and sacked, buildings burned, and farm 
hands forcibly enrolled in the -anks of 
the rebels. 

Not content with sacking and burning 
private property, the rural Communists 
raided the Alluvial Goldfields, murdered 
the manager and sacked the State stores. 

Fights between carabineers and bands 
of rebels, resulting in three carabineers 
and 15 rebels being killed, are reported 
from the country districts. The rebel 
chief of one band, Juan Leiva Tapia, was 
killed. 

The sorely-pressed carabineers are now 
receiving considerable reinforcements. 
Already infantry and cavalry are arriving 
in the Province of Cautin, and the Air 
Force is watching the rebel movements. 

The authorities are confident that they 
will be able to wedge the rebels into the 
hills towards the Argentine frontier.

A DEFENSIVE 
SUBSIDY. 


The Times to-day, in the course of a 
leading article, says:—No one in the 
British shipping world likes subsidies, but 
a point has been reached where it has 
become necessary to fight subsidy with 
subsidy, if the British industry is to have 
anything like fair treatment. Until the 
Government had made up their mind to 
this decision it was quite useless to ask 
foreign Governments to refrain from a 
practice which, more perhaps than any 
other single factor, has been responsible 
for the existing glut of shipping and for 
the depressed state of the freight markets. 
‘The Government, of course, are not giving 
the tramp-owners all that they would like, 
or even all that many inrpartial observers 
think necessary. What they offer, how- 
ever, is proof that they recognise their 
responsibility for the preservation of a 
vital. national interest. Shipowners, for 
their part, welcoming this encouragement, 
may be trusted to do all that they can to 


make effective the help promised by the 
Government and to fulfil the conditions 
which the Government necessarily attach 
to the offer. 

As Mr. Runciman has now explained, 
proceeds The Times, all that is contem- 
plated is an offer of financial help on 
favourable terms to shipowners who wish 
to take advantage of recent improvements 
in ship designing, and who, for any new 
tonnage which they build, are prepared to 
scrap a greater quantity of older tonnage. 
The net result would be not to increase, 
but to diminish, the amount of tonnage 
now competing for freights. There is the 
further hope that owners will be induced 
to scrap unprofitable ships instead of 
selling them to foreign competitors, who 
are able to use them to advantage, since 
they pay lower wages and work under less 
onerous regulations.

Thereupon the 
Cabinet unanimously voted to shoulder 
the responsibility and submit’ their 
resignation en bloc to the Emperor. 
Following the acceptance of the Govern- 
ment’s resignation, the Emperor, in 
accordance with tradition, sent for Prince 
Saionji, the elder statesman. The 
announcement that the Prince will only 
spend six hours here to-morrow lends 
strong colour to the rumour that he will 
recommend that Viscount Saito, the out- 
going Prime Minister, be commanded by 
the Emperor to form a new Cabinet. 
While sweeping Cabinet reconstruction 
under Viscount Saito is believed most 
likely, the Seiyukai Party is making 
strenuous efforts behind the scenes to 
secure the nomination of its own presi- 
dent, Mr. Suzuki, as the next Premier. 
The consensus of opinion is against the 
success of this move.

LTHOUGH there were strong hopes of 

a settlement of the strike of London, 

Midland and Scottish Railway carters at 

Dublin yesterday, the stoppage still con- 
tinues. 

Following the arrival of Messrs. Mar- 
chant and Rollinson, of the head office 
administrative staff of the company, In 
Dublin yesterday, a conference was held at 
the North Wall, but without any solution 
being reached. : 

A meeting of the men was then held, and 
arrangements were made for carrying on 
the strike. 

In the afternoon a further conference 
between Messrs. Irwin, Marchant and 
Rollinson, representing the company, and 
Messrs. J. Campbell and J. Jordan, repre- 
senting the National Union of Railwaymen, 
was held. 

At this meeting a proposal was made 
that the men should return to work, and 
any grievance which might exist would then 
be inquired into. ‘This proposal was sub- 
mitted to a mass’ meeting of all grades 
employed by the company at the Union 
headquarters, Parnell square, last night. 

After hearing Mr.. Campbell's report 
upon the conferences, the men unanimously 
decided to continue the stoppage. 


MEN’S ATTITUDE. 


Mr. J. Jordan, Branch Secretary, 
explained at the conclusion of the meeting 
that the workers’ attitude was that they were 
prepared to return to work immediately, 
provided that the arrangements which had 
existed up to last week were again put 
into operation, but that they would not 
return while the present promotion ar- 
rangement existed. 

Referring to a statement issued by the 
company, Mr. Jordan said that the posi- 
tion was complicated by the fact that up 
to a certain time there were no promotion 
arrangements. When arrangements were 
made a regulation was put into operation 
under which men who had reached a 
certain age were debarred from reaching 
the senior grade. As these men cannot 
reach the senior grade they are not 
eligible for promotion to the position of 
foremen, etc. The men have requested 
the removal of this anomaly. 

He said that with regard to the in- 
dividual case at present in dispute the 
men were fighting for a principle. 

The Branch Committee then met to con- 
sider the next step in the dispute. Mr. J. 
Clarke presided at both meetings. 


CASUAL MEN’S POSITION, 


There is no prospect of the strike 
spreading at the moment, and no further 
men are likely to be withdrawn, but all 
members of the union will confine them- 
selves to their ordinary duties. 

In addition to the carters who took 
strike action, about 120 semi-permanent 
dockers and a large number of casual men 
were unable to work yesterday. Of these 
the casual dockers alone suffered financial 
loss, The © semi-permanent  dockers, 
checkers, porters, etc., are on weekly wage 
rates, and although they were only 
standing-by awaiting a settlement they 
have not been laid off and will receive 
payment as usual. The dockers are 
members of the Irish Transport and 
General Workers’. Union and the Workers’ 


Union of Ireland. 
DIVERTED TRAFFIC. 


There is a considerable quantity of 
coods in the stores, and the company and 
consignees have been gieatly incon- 
venienced by reason of the fact that perish- 
able goods have not been delivered. :

REFUSE EVIDENCE 


PROTEST AGAINST

HE Irish Post Office Workers’ Union and 
the Civil Service Clerical Association 
have decided to take no further part in 

the deliberations of the Brennan Commission, 
in view of the contents of the interim report 
signed by the majority of the members of the 
Commission. 

Yesterday Mr. A. Heron, General Secretary, 
Civil Service Clerical Association, stated that 
the attitude of the Association towards the 
Commission, in the light of the interim re- 
port, had been under consideration, and as a 
result consultations had taken place with Mr. 
William Norton, T.D., and other —* 
tives of the Post Office Workers’ Union. 

Mr. Heron explained that the position of 
the two organisations was somewhat different. 
The Association had already given evidence 
to the Commission when the interim report 


was issued; while the Post Office Workers’ 
Union had sought the setting up of a separate 
Commission for the Post Office, and had re- 
frained from giving evidence pending the 
result of this claim. 


MAJORITY. REPORT. 


In view of the grave disappointment of the 


two organisations, in consequence of the (to i 


them) unsatisfactory nature of the majority 
report on arbitration, agreement has now been 
reached as to the undesirability of having 
anything further to do with the Commission. 

At a joint meeting of representatives of both 
organisations the following resolution was 
adopted unanimously :— 

“That this joint meeting of the Civil 
Service Clerical Association and the Post 
Office Workers’ Union, representing the two 
largest Associations in the Civil Service, 
strongly protests against the reactionary 
majority report of the Civil Service Commis- 
sion of Inquiry, which is a gross departure 


from the Commission’s terms of reference and. 


an unjustifiable attempt to deprive the staff 
of a proper Arbitration Tribunal. 

‘*In view of the obvious bias displayed by 
the majority of the members of the Commis- 
sion against arbitration, this meeting records 
its complete lack of faith in the impartiality 
of the Commission, and resolves to take no 
part in. its deliberations.’’ 


** REACTIONARY.”’ 


Mr. William Norton, T.D., said last night 
that from the beginning his Union had 
claimed that a special commission should be 
set up to deal with the Post Office, as has 
been the practice for the last 44 years, when 
it was always found impossible to consider 


the case of postal workers in conjunction 
with that of the general Civil Service grades. 
In reply to this suggestion, the Minister for 
Finance had told them that they must wait 
to hear what the Commission of Inquiry had 
to say before another body could be set up. 
The Union’s attitude now was that, in view 
of the reactionary outlook displayed by the 
present Commission, the Union had no use 
for such a Commission and they had ~efused 
to give evidence. 

r. Norton said that he felt that the 
obvious course for the Government to adopt 
was to stop hiding behind commissions, and 
instead to implement its promise given in its 
election manifesto in 1952 that it would 
establish an Arbitration Board to deal with 
the grievances of civil servants. 

He added that«such a Board would be 
more fairly constituted from the staff point 
of view than the present Commission, and 
would not be likely to be as reactionary in 
its outlook,

GALWAY HOUSING 
INQUIRY.

1.030 NEW HOUSES NEEDED,

GALWAY, Tuesday. 

Mr. M. Ryan, Engineering Inspector under 
the Local Government Department, held an 
inquiry here to-day regarding the proposed 
compulsory acquisition of land in the Shan- 
talla, Galway, area by the Urban Council 
in connection with ihe proposed Shantalla 
housing scheme. 

Mr. E. C. Micks, B.L., said that for some 
years past the Urban Council had been con- 
sidering the housing problem in the city, and 
the great need for increased accommodation 
rendered necessary by the growing population. 
In 1929 the Councii ordered that a housing 
survey be made, and the officials gave it as 
their opinion that no less than 1,030 houses 
would suffice to meet the needs of the city. 

A number of objectors to the scheme said 
that they had sold sites for building purposes, 
or had actually bwilt houses in the area 
affected, and they c’atmed that the value of 
the ground in the entire locality would 
very much depreciate if houses of the type 
proposed to be built under the scheme were 
erected there. Some of the objectors com- 
plained also that they would have to go into 
the labour market if the Council persisted in 
its proposal to take their fields and gardens 
for building -upon.

PLUCKY ATTEMPT AT 
RESCUE FAILS, 


From Over Own CORRESPONDENT, 
CARLOW, Tuesday. 


A sad drowning accident occurred in the 
River Barrow on the outskirts of Carlow last 


night. 

aa Harkins (22), a .native of Port- 
laoighise, employed as assistant electrician 
at the local branch of the E.S.B., went te 
bathe with a iriend nemed Geraghty. 
Harkins, who got into the canal portion 
of the river, was unable to swim. e at- 
tempted to go to the far bank, but got out 
of his depth and sank, and, despite the 
efforts of his companion and another man, 
was drowned. Later the river was dragged 
and the body was recovered. 

At an inquest held by Dr. L. Doyle, 
County Coroner, Patrick Geraghty, com- 
anion of the deceased man, said that 

arkins inadvertently went into deep water, 
and after a few strokes became exhausted. 
He called and witness jumped in, but 
Harkins grabbed him by the wrist and 
dragged him down, getting more or less on 
top of him. They went to the bottom. Wit- 
ness then struggled to release himself, as he 
knew he could not save his companion. He 
shouted for help and Mr. Dykes and Mr. 
O'Callaghan came along 

Mr. b kes stated that he dived several 
times and brought Harkins once to the sur- 
face, but he failed to rescue him. 

Mr. O’Callaghan gave evidence of similar 
efforts on his part. 

Dr. McDonald said that 
death was due to drowning. . 
The jury returned a verdict of accidental 
drowning, adding a rider that lifebelts 
should be obtainea and erected along the 
river bank. They also recommended Messrs. 
Geraghty, Dykes and O’Callaghan for their 
bravery. 

A vote of sympathy was passed with the 
relatives of the deceased man.
